2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-35 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an electrically 
powered actuator with a housing having a rotation shaft extending along a longitudinal axis, a thrust member concentric with and 
axially movable relative to the rotation shaft, a coupling nut non-rotatable relative to the housing member and the output shaft of an 
electric motor in-line, concentric with and integrally formed with the rotation shaft as recited in claim 1. Elements of the claimed 
device exist in the prior art. Peterson et al. discloses a motor output shaft in-line and concentric with a rotation shaft. Alfano et al. 
and Hartramph et al. disclose a coupling nut non-rotatable relative to a housing member. In regard to claim 22, Bacchi discloses a 
manual override rotatian member but does not disclose an access opening in the housing or a rot -tion shaft connected with the first 
end of a drive shaft. In regard to claim 26, Allen et al. discloses stop members but not stop members inserted between a rotation 
shaft and a thrust assembly. In regard to claim 32, Wolfbauer, III discloses a welding apparatus but does not disclose an electric 
actuator with an output shaft that is integrally formed with the rotation shaft of an electric motor.
